The importance of the new electricity 
Transformer Station, at Inchicore, Dublin, can 
be appreciated from the fact that .it will 
supply power at 38,000 volts, not only for 
Dublin, but also to approximately one- 
third of the whole network distributed over 
the Irish Free State. It will receive the 

wer over two 110,000 volt transmission 
ines from the Power’ Station at 
Ardnacrusha. This voltage (energy) will be 
transformed to 38,000 volts and 5,000 volts. 


The Inchicore station will feed over eight 
different branches, 1.¢., in direction Mary- 
borough, Dundalk, Waterford, Milltown and 
Fleet street. —s of which the feeders 
are partly overhead 
ground cables. 

This -Transformer Station is designed as 
an outdoor station, 7.e., all transformers, 
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switches, busbars, etc., are erected in the 
open air, This represents the modern and 
economic engineering practice with a most 
obvious saving in building costs, which more. 
than balances the special costs incurred in 
making the steel structure and electrical 
apparatus able to withstand weather and 
atmospheric conditions. It may be of interest 
to mention that all parts of the steel 
structure which cannot be painted during 
service, are well galvanised. 


A brief sketch of the layout of the plant is 
as follows :—The two 110,000 volt lines arrive 
at the station, being carried from Arduna- 
crusha on either side of a line of steel masts, 
and are anchored on to the iron structure. 
From there they pass down to large oil- 
switches, each weighing 7 tons, and then 
almost directly to three 15,000 kilowatt 


SUPPLY BOARD'S SYSTEM 
OF ' CHARGES. 


The multipart tariff or method of charge 
adopted by the Electricity Supply Board is 
recognised by electrical economists through- 
out the world to-day as the soundest, in so 
far as it is a form of charge which permits 
the- selling price of the commodity to be 
definitely related to its cost of production 
price. Further, it is the form of charge 
which encourages. the use of electricity, par- 
ticularly gor domestic purposes. 

The rates of charge are based on the ideal 
of making each consumer pay his share. 
Under the old system, where electricity was 
sold at so much a unit, the householder who 
consumed much electricity paid more than 
he should for it; the householder who con- 
sumed below the average paid less than he 
should for it. This multipart tariff system 
evens up the charge. It is the system in 
pore! use to-day in America, in Sweden, in 
lolland, in Germany, in Switzerland—in 
fact, in every country where electricity is 
extensively used. | 

In England its use is very general and is 
constantly extending. The reaction of the 
‘consumer to it is easy to understand, the 
charge per unit is very low, and he can use 
electricity generously. He lights his home 
and business premises better, and he is not 
worried by two systems of charge for light 
and domestic power. He has one meter 
instead of two, and he does not need two 
distinct wiring circuits in his house The 
saving in capital expenditure to both the 
supplier and consumer is very great. The 
one meter less means a saving of at least 
£1 in capital expenditure per consumer to 
the supply authority. ; 

The great obstacle to the use of domestic 
electric appliances in the past has been this 
multiple system of wiring, its trouble and its 
cost. Under the modern method of charge 
an appliance can be plugged in anywhere in 
the house wiring, and if an extension has to 
be made it is an easy and inexpensive matter. 

While electrical economists throughout the 
world are agreed on the soundness of the 
multipart form of tariff or charce, opinions 
vary as to the best or most expedient method 
of arriving at the fixed charge. Various 
bases are taken for the fixed charge, such as 
(1), the rateable valuation, (2) the floor space 
of the premises, (3) the number of rooms, 
(4) the number of lamps connected, (5) the 
maximum kilowatt demand, etc. Of all the 
methods in use, the rateable valuation has 
the advantage of being the simplest in opera- 
tion and of being easily understood by the 
consumer, 

The Electricity Supply Board, after nine 
months of extensive investigation and re- 
search, have come to the conclusion that it 
is the method best suited to the solution of 
their problem.
